Well Known Man Passed Away After 
Illness of Many Months. 
Friday evening:, at ten o'clock at his 
home on Lake street occurred the death 
of Joseph W. Klefer, a well known 
resident of this community. His death 
was the culmination of a" painful ill- 
ness of long duration, his malady be- 
ing tuberculosis of the lungs. For a 
long time he had been in failing health 
and for the past six months has-been 
confined to his bed. All through the 
long months of his illness he was a 
great sufferer but bore his lot with un- 
limited patience and without 
plaint.

That G eorge Thornborough, 35 years 
old, 811 Market street, Waukeganrwho 
mysteriously disappeared on Wednesday, 
evening; April 13, committed suicide by 
drowning himself in Lake Michigan^ 
was proved beyond a dbubt Monday 
morning when , his. dead body was found 
floating in- the lake' about a hundred 
feet east of the breakwater. Light- 
house Keeper William Larson was the 
first to see the body. 

Mr. Larson is relieved at 7;30 in the 
morning. He saw the "floater" in the 
lake as soon as he stepped outside of 
the light house. At that time the body 
was inside the harbor. He notified the 
authorities but when they arrived the 
lake currents had carried the body past 
•the breakwater. Harbor Master

It fell (to the lot of Assistant Chief 
♦ Tyrrell and a Mrs. Mehan to break the 
news to' the wife and family of the vic- 
tim. Mrs. Thornborough was getting 
breakfast for her little family of four 
children, all of the tender- years, .when 
the news was broken to her. 

The moment she saw the faces of Mr. 
Tyrrell and Mehan at the door, she 
knew intuitively what their mission was. 
With blanched face she listened as they 
told her of the finding of her husband. 
Then with a wail she collapsed and wept 
bitterly. She refused, to be comforted 
and to add to the heartrending scene her 
little children gathered around her and 
plucking at her dress joined in her grief. 
Mr. Tyrrell has witnessed many har- 
rowing scenes but never before was he 
so affected. 

For a long time Thornborough had 
employed as engineer at the American 
Steel and Wire Company, where he 
drew good wages. Then for some rea- 
son he lost his position and was given 
odd jobs' about the yards where his sal- 
ary amounted to but $1.26 a day. 

This nearly broke his heart and for 
monthB he brooded over tha matter, de- 
spite the efforts of his wife to console 
him. The thing preyed upon his mind 
so much that it is said to have partially 
removed his reason. He could think of 
- nothing else. His wife worried much 
over the matter and when he dissapeard 
the thought that he had committed sui- 
cide was the first thing that entered her 
mind. 

She went to the police with her pitiful 
story and Boon enlisted their sympathies. 
She said that when he left home he had 
but ten cents in his pocket This to- 
gether with what he had said to her on 
the subject inclined Jher to believe that 
he had taken his own life although she 
would not admit it, the belief is that he 
threatened to drown himself in the lake. 
Acting on this supposition the police 
gave orders to have the lake dragged. 
This was done but without' avail. "Re- 
ports of the man's disappearance were 
sent to the Chicago police in an effort 
to locate him, but without result 

That Thornborough had planned his 
death very carefully and had made up 
his .'mind at least a day or two before 
liand, came out Monday. 

On the Wednesday night that he dia 
appeared ho went with his wife to the 
grocery store where they had'been trad- 
ing, handing his wife his check with 
which to settle the account.

George F. Goodnow, 537 North Gene- 
see street, Waukegan, director and local 
manager of the North Shore " Consoli- 
dated Gas company, is lying at his home 
in an extremely precarious condition as 
the result of a street car accident that 
practically demolished his large touring 
car Sunday morning. Mr. Goodnow" 
was unconscious when picked upl Mrs. 
Goodmow in a statement to the press 
blamed the street car company for the 
accident She said the car approached 
at a high rate of speed without making 
any signal or warning. 

That Mr. Goodnow was seriously in- 
jured is shown by the fact that k! phy 
sician, an out of town man who was 
visiting the family at the time, is in at- 
tendance constantly. 

"Mr. Goodnow w,as unconscious when

BOY HORSE THIEF

Louis Puchaver was arrested at Win- 
throp Harbor Friday afternoon charged 
with the theft of a grocery delivery 
wagon and horse belonging to Sam 
Garis, a grocer at 3301 North Marsh- 
field avenue, Chicago.

halls in the Village of Antioch, Lake 

County, Illinois. 

Be it ordained by the president and 
board of trustees of the village of An- 
tioch, Lake County, Illinois:

CAREER OF EDWARD VII., 
KING OF GREAT BRITAIN 



Loudon.— Edward VII., king of the 
English, died at 11:45 o'clock Friday 
night The prince of Wales Is king, 
assuming tho title of Georvo V., and 
took the oath before the privy council 
Saturday afternoon. Coming so sud- 
denly, the death of the king cannot 
but bring greatest sorrow to- the ha* 
lion, in, whose hearts Edward, first as 
prlnco .of Wales and afterwards a3 
sovereign,- held first place. 

'Edward "VIL'b short reign of nine 
years has been a history of stirring 
times. It opened with tho conclusion 
of peace-after a long and trying cam- 
paign in South Africa, and concludes 
at the critical moment of one of the 
momentous political struggles of mod- 
ern times botwoen the peers and com- 
mons. In a day the political outlook 
of Great Britain has been revolution- 
ized. 

Death Due to Pneumonia. 

Gathered around the bedside of the 
dying king was the queen and prin- 
cesses. No hope had been held out

throughout the day for the recovery 
of his majesty, whoso death, It is be- 
lieved, was due to pneumonia, follow- 
ing bronchitis, contracted shortly 
after his return from Biarritz. 
- Only a day or two ago the king 
was conducting the business of state 
and giving audiences, but on "Wednes- 
day he was compelled to submit to 
the orders of his physicians. Since 
then until the end his decline was 
rapid. 

New King's First Act. 
The first official act of the new 
king was to dispatch to tho lord 
mayor the announcement of his fa- 
ther's death, In pursuance of custom. 
Ills telegram read: 

''I am deeply grieved to inform you 
that my beloved father, the king, 
passed away peacefully at 11:45 to- 
night. GEORGE." 

The physicians soon afterwards- Is- 
sued their ofllcial bulletin, which was 
as follows: 

"May 6, 11:60 p. m.— His majesty, 
the. king, breathed his last nt 11:45 
tonight In the presence of her majes- 
ty, Queen Alexandra, the prince and 
princess of Wales, princess royal, the 
duchess of FJfe, Princess Victoria and 
Princess Louise, the duchess of 
Argyll. 

, (Signed) "LAKING, 

. "REID, 

"POWELL. 
"DAWSON." 
Pneumonia, following bronchitis, Is 
believed to have been the cause of 
death, but the doctors refuaed to make 
a statement. Some of the late king's 
friends are convinced that worry over 
the critical political situation which 
confronted him with sleepless nights 
aggravated, If It did not cause, the 
fatal illness. 

Within a few minutes after tho 
death of the king the home offlcn 
was telegraphing the Intelligence tu 
tho heads of other governments and 
the British diplomats and colonial of- 
ficials throughout the world. 
Expected Sudden End. 
All who knew the king expected his 
death would be sudden, and it would 
not have occasioned great surprise 
If it had occurred without warning, at 
some social functions, as a result of 
heart trouble. 

One of tho last utterances attrib- 
uted to King Edward was: "Well, it 
Is all over, but I think I have done 
my duty." 

He seemed then to have reached a 
full realization that death was ap- 
proaching. 

Friday, May 20, has been doflnltely 
fixed as the date for King Edward's 



funeral. It will be held at Windsor 
and the body will He .In state in 
Westminster hall for three days pre- 
ceding the funeral. The body will bo 
placed In St. George's chapel. 

Immediately after the funeral of her 
husband It is expected that Queen 
Alexandra, now tho queen mother, 
will retire to Sandrlngham palace, 
which King Edward some years ago 
made over to her as a dower house. 

With the time-honored ceremony of 
a brilliant and impressive character, 
Georvo V. Monday was publicly pro- 
claimed king of the United Kingdom 
of Great Britain and Ireland and the 
British dominions boyond the seas, 
defender of the faith, emperor of In- 
dia. 

Sharply at the stroke of nine, four 
heralds arrayed In medieval uniforms 
of scarlet, heavily braided with gold, 
mounted tho balcony of Friary court, 
at St. James' palace, where Queen 
Victoria presented herself to the peo- 
ple upon the opening of her memor- 
able roign, and blew a fanfare through 
their long silver, trumpets. 

The precincts of the palace by this 
time were a great mass of people, 
many of whom could get but the brief- 
est glimpse of tho proceedings. Tho 
balconies and roofs of tho ancient pal- 
ace, which had been draped with red 
cloth, were reserved for the notables, 
all of whom were In tho deepest 
mourning. 

Members of tho royal household, 
the ministers and their wives and 
high officers of state, all in brilliant 
uniforms, were gathered around the 
«*ourt. Gen. Sir John D. P. French, 
with the headquarters Btaft In full- 
dress uniform, stood surrounded by a 
troop of horse guards. From the win- 
dows of Marlborough houso, immedi- 
ately opposite the palace, the duke of 
Cornwall, the young heir to the 
throne, tho younger prince and 
Princess Mary watched the ceremony. 

Tho last note had hardly died away 
when tho band of the Coldstream 
guards, which had taken up a posi- 
tion in the square, struck up "God 
Savo the King." 

As tho national anthem was fin- 
ished the first gun of tho battery in 
St. James' park sounded a royal so- 
lute and tho people In the square and 
streets at the. same. moment took up 
the refrain, "God Save tho King." 

This was probably the most Im- 
pressive part of the ceremony. 

England's dead king, Edward VII., 
whoso full title was "king of tho 
United Kingdom of Great Britain and 
Ireland, and of all the British domln- 
[ ions beyond the seas, emperor of In- 
dia," was the eldest son and tho sec- 
ond child of Queen Victoria and Al- 
bert, the prince consort. Ho was born 
November 9, 1S41, In Buckingham pal- 
acM and was christened Albert Ed- 
wexd. 

At his birth he was created prince 
of Wales and by virtue of that dig- 
nity he became also knight of the car- 
te/. As heir apparent to the British 
throne he succeeded to the title of 
d'.ike of Cornwall and its emoluments, 
and as heir to the crown of Scotland 
be became great steward of Scotland, 
tfuke of Rothesay, earl of Carrlck, 
l-aron of Renfrew and lord of the Isles. 
i;n September 10, 1849, he was created 
',-arl of Dublin, this title being con- 
ferred on him and his heirs in per-, 
petuity. Among the other titles and 
commands held by Edward were duke 
of Saxony, colonel of tho Tenth hus- 
sars, colonel-in-chief of the Rifle bri- 
gade, field marshal of tho British 
army and field marshal of thq Ger- 
n.an array. 

The prince received a most elabo- 
rate, broad and carefully planned edu- 
cation. At first he was under the 
r.hargo of four private tutors, and sub- 
nequently his education was directed 
by Baron Stockmar and Charles 
KIngsley. In order to give him a 
taste of college life, he was sent for 
one session to. the University of Ed- 
inburgh, for one year to Oxford and 
for four terms to Cambridge. During 
these years ho acquired a wide gen- 
eral knowledge of the arts and sci- 
ences and became quite proficient in 
modern languages. 

In 1860 tho prince made n tour of 
the United States and Canada and 
the next year ho Joined ttie British 
army at Curragh camp, Ireland. In 
18f>2 he set out on hlB trayels again, 
this time visiting Jersualem and oth- 
er places of biblical Intorcst His 
companion on tho trip was Dean Stan- 
ley of Westminster. 

Edward's public life began in Feb- 
ruary, 18C3, when, as heir to the 



throne, he took his seat in the house 
of lords. On March 10 of the aamo 
year he married Prlncoss Alexandra 
Caroline Mary. Charlotte. Louise Julia, 
the eldest daughter of King Christian 
IX. of Denmark. Her' beauty, grace 
and charming manners at once gave 
her a popularity In Great Britain that 
has continued .unloosened throughout 
her life as princess and queen. In 
1875-76 the prlnco mnde an extended 
tour through , tho Indian empire and 
was received everywhere with lavish 
and magnificent hospitality, the native 
rulers seeking to, outdo one. another 
in the gorgeousneBB of the entertain- 
ments provided for tho emperor. " 

On the death of Queon Victoria, 
January 22, 1901, Edward succeeded to 
the throne. The coronation was sot 
for June 26, 1902, and all preparations 
for the magnificent event had v been 
completed when disquieting rumors of 
the king's HI health, which had been 
current for several day b, "were con- 
firmed by the postponement of the 
ceremony. It was announced . th at - the 
king was suffering from perityphlitis, 
and on June 24 .he underwent an op- 
eration. After some weeks of the 
greatest anxiety, ho recovered, and 
the 1 coronation took piano August 0. 

.During the long years of his princo- 
hood Edward's public duties consisted 
solely In the office of representing the 
royal family at all manner of public 
events, and he performed these du- 
ties well. But the deadly monotony 
of such a life was too much for, the 
vigorous man, and ho found relaxa- 
tion In amusements that' frequently 
gave rise to scandals and that gave 
the world a wrong Impression of his 
real character. He was. especially 
fond of the theater and among his 
boon companions for years 'were ac- 
tresses and actors. Also ho devel- 
oped a great liking for Paris and often 
visited that gay capital incognito. 
Tho Riviera and, Biarritz likewise were 
familiar with the face of the prince of 
Wales. 

As a diplomat Edward was unex- 
celled among the monarchs of Europe. 
His influence was always thrown to 
the sido of International peace where 
compatible with national honor, and 
his advice and example had a steady- 
ing effect on all Europe. Ho looked 
with amused tolerance on tho va- 
garies and extravagances of his neph- 
ew, tho emperor of Germany, but oc- 
casionally that ruler exasperated him 
to such an extent that he could not 
refrain from giving him some stern 
advice. Such admonition was not re- 
ceived by William in a submissive 
spirit, and once in a while there were 
sensational rumors that the peaceful 
relations between the two countries 
were about to be ruptured. 

Tho development of tho king's char- 
actor In his later years was espe- 
cially gratifying to the nation. In ad- 
dition to the love of his people, which 
he had always had, ho gained their 
admiration and respect They had the 
utmost confidence in his good Judg- 
ment, as was amply exemplified dur- 
ing the late crisis over the budget, 
and they were always sure he would 
do tho right thing at tho right time. 

To Edward and Alexandra wore 
born six children. Tho first, Prlnco 
Albert, duke of Clarence, died in 1892, 
aged twenty-eight years. Tho second, 
George Frederick Ernest Albert, born 
on Juno 3, 1865, succeeds to the 
throne. Tho other children are: 
Princess Louisa Victoria, married to 
the duke of Fife; Princess Victoria 
Alexandra; Princess Maude Charlotte, 
married to Prince Charles of Den- 
mark, and Prince Alexander John, 
who died tho day after his birth in 
1871. 

Enthusiastic Lover of Horses. 

Edward Vll. was an enthusiastic 
lover of horses and the most noted 
royal turfman of tho world. Horse 
racing as a sport owes much to him. 
He maintained a large racing stable 
and competed at all the larger pro- 
grams held in England. His track 
ambition was achieved In 1909, when 
his horse Minoru won the English 
Derby, defeating Sir Martin, an Amer- 
ican colt As Prlnco of Wales ho had 
twice won tho Derby, but as king he 
was successful last year for tho first 
time. 

King Edward's interest in horses 
was not confined to races. Ho main- 
tained two establishments whorn ho 
raised high-class horses and by ac- 
cepting offices in breeders' societies 
and offering prizes at shows encour- 
aged the raising of Improyed stock. 
While the world was anxiously await- 
ing news of the king's condition short- 
ly before his. death occurred, his 2- 
year-old filly, Witch, was winning tho 
spring plate at Kempton park. As 
tho horse flashed under the wire tho 
band played "God Save tho King" and 
tho crowd, rising to its feet„caught up 
the song and swelled it to a great 
chorus. It was an impressive demon- 
stration and will long be remembered.

Chicago,:— Self-cohressed bribe taker 
No. 3—RopresehtaUvo Michael S. 
Link, who for two days had persisted 
la denial of participation In .legisla- 
tive, corruption as previously' recited 
under 'oath: by. Representative Charles 
A. White and H. C. J. Beckeraeyer— 
went before Uie grand. jury Saturday, 
purged himself of perjury by retrac- 
ting his former, statements, and made 
the following: admissions: 

That he ontered Into an agreement 
to vote for William Lorlmer for 
United States Benator In return for a 
promlso of $1,000. 

That ho. did so vote and was paid 
tho stipulated $1,000 In St. Louis per- 
sonally by Representative Leo O'Nell 
Browne, leader .of the Democratic 
minority in the house. 

That later on July. 15 last ho was 
at the Southern hotel In St. Louis and

Three j Indictments ■ Returned. 

Late Friday the special grand jury

Representatlv 9 tifio ( O'Nell Browne 
of Ottawa, leader o! f the Democratic 
minority In the house'; accused of bri- 
bery on June 1G last In the alleged 
payment of; $850 to Representative 
Charles A. White, at the Brlggs houso 
in Chicago for White's vote on a con- 
tract and for his vote for William 
Lorlmer as United States senator. 

Representative Robert B." Wilson of 
Chicago, Democrat; accused of falsely 
testifying before the Cook county 
grand jury, that he did not pay $900 
each to Representative Whito and 
H. J. G. Beckemoyer at" the Southern 
hotel in SL Louis on July 15 last as 
their respective shares In the legisla- 
tive "Jack pot" 

Representative Michael S. Link of 
Mitchell, Democrat: accused, of falsely 
testifying under oath before the grand 
jury that he was not in the Southern 
hotel at SL Louis on the day when 
Representatives White, " Beckemeycr 
and Wilson testified ho was present, 
being tho occasion when White and 
Beckemeycr alleged the" "jack pot" of

In Immediate, sequence to Legislator 
Link's "clean breast" of his bribe ta- 
king, the Indictment accusing him of 
perjury was < < nolled" by Judge Ker- 
sten on the request of State's Attorney 
Wayman, who lri' explanation informed 
the Jurist that the defendant had re- 
tracted and thereby purged himself, 

Tho move left Link In the same 
classification as White and Becke- 
meycr as beneficiaries of . leniency, 
none of tho. three being under Indict- 
ment For the first time In' three 
days Link left tho criminal- court 
building unattended by a detective 
and was allowed to go to his residence 
after promising to return if "needed. 
Link Outlines Agreement.

Bomb to Browne and Wilson.' S 

Link's confession came as a bomb- 
shell to Brown "and Wilson, the men 
who It is alleged distributed the sena- 
torial election bribes, and the .^jack- 
pot" money,- so far as these moneys 
appertained to. the Democratic end of, 
the bipartisan deal. 

Browne and Wilson appeared at the 
criminal. court building to furnnish 
bonds on their Indictments, returned 
Friday evening, just as the news of 
Link's confession came from the 
grand jury chambers. 

Both plainly were worried, but Wil- 
son' Beemed less concerned than tho, 
Ottawa legislator;, 

Both Browne and Wilson presented 
the same bondsmen, as follows: 

"Johnnie" Powers, alderman of the 
Nineteenth ward, former state sena- 
tor. 

John J. Brennan, alderman of the 
Eighteenth ward. 

In addition to these two Wilson's 
bond was signed by his brother-in-law, 
Francis J. Casey. ' 

Tells of Primary- Bribe Offer. 

Second only In Importance to the 
indictments themselves was- the unex- 
pected and volunteered, statement by 
Representative Joseph S. Clark that he 
had been offered a $500 bribe to volte 
against the direct primary bill In the. 
Forty-fifth ^general assembly. 

His statement came' In an outburst 
of wrath when, following the Indict- 
ments of his fellow legislators, he was 
against questioned by Assistant State's 
Attorney Arnold as to matters ho had 
testified to before the grand jury. 

"Twenty-five. $20 bills were counted 
out before mo In my room," said Mr.. 
Clark, "and I was told they were mine 
If I would agree to vote against the 
pending direct primary bill. I refused 
and voted for the bill, as tho records 
will show." 

First Public Declaration. 

This statement, advanced by Clark 
to demonstrate his claim of probity 
at Springfield, Is the flrBt public, dec- 
laration, that bribery was attempted in 
1907 to defeat direct primary legisla- 
tion. Thero was some gossip of monoy 
at tho time, but It received little cre- 
dence, because It was hot supposed 
"special, interests" or politicians had 
been organized or solicited to con- 
tribute' to 1 Buch a defensive fund. 

"Yes," said Mr. Clark after he f had 
emerged from this ordeal with Assist- 
ant State's Attorney Arnold, *T did 
say that I had been offered a bribe to 
vote against tho direct primary bill 
In 1907, but I do not care to havo that 
statement published. Tho matter is 
now old and I merely mentioned It to 
show how I could havo made money 
had I been so disposed at Springfield 
while a member of tho legislature." 

Lorlmer Has Nothing to Say. 
Senator Lorlmer was . told of tho In- 
dictments while in the office of hla 
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M. 0. Link.

"Browne and Wilson havo been .in- 
dicted," ho was told, "and so was" 
Link." 

"What," exclaimed tho senator,

Woman Nearly^ Collapses at Outset, 

But Regains Composure— Proves 

Good Witness — Doctor 

Gives Prompt Answers. 



Kansas City, Mp.— Dr. B... Clark 
Hyde, accused of the murder of Col. 
•Thomas H. Swope, began telling his 
story to the jury Monday, and when 
court adjourned he was still on the 
stand. 

Ho declared, that . Colonel Swope 
died of apoplexy, asserted , that he 
never had talked to the colonel about 
his. will, and that he had put no germs 
in thecandy that' Stella told about hiB 
and Mrs. Hyde's refusal to eat. 

Among the numerous statements 
.made by Doctor Hydo were these: 

"Moss Hunton died of .'apoplexy; 
Twyman never said one word about 
too much blood being taken; nothing 
of the. sort was heard until after Janu-, 
ary 12; I gave Colonel Swope aJIola-" 
din digestive capsule; I 'took ''that 
medicine to the nurse, Miss, foliar, 
tho night of October 2; 'I warned Mrs.' 
Swope a year and a half or two, years 
previously riot to use the cistern wa- 
ter;. Colonel Swope never spoke to me 
about his will; I did not know what 
my wife would Inherit. Not until after 
the reading of tho will did I hear the 
word 'residuary.' " 

Every juryman listened as Intently 
to the witness as they had listened 
for nearly five hours to Mrs. Hyde,, 
who preceded her husband on t|ie wit- 
ness stand. After 20 minutes' ques- 
tioning Doctor Hyde wis rolling ;a 
handkerchief In his right band and oc- 
casionally wiping his forehead. His 
answers, however, were prompt and 
carefully worded. 

Referring to Moss Hunton and tho 
bleeding, he declared earnestly that 
between two and three pints of blood 
wero taken and that never until .after 
January 12 did he hear a word of sus- 
picion about tho Incident. 

Strychnine, in Colonel Swope's con- 
dition, Doctor Hyde said, was proper. 
His heart needed strengthening. ,He 
ordered the nurse to give one-sixtieth 
of a grain and believed he probably 
had four or five such Injections. 

Mrs. Hyde made a pitiable spectacle 
the first few moments she was on the 
Btnnd; The mention of the name of 
her cousin, Moss Hunton, brought 
tears to her eyes and she was un« 
able to 'speak. It was : feared she might 
collapse. But after sobbing for a few 
minutes Mrs. Hyde composed herself 
and she., was able to proceed with her 
testimony. Thereafter she made a good 
witness, speaking distinctly and- fol- 
lowing the line of interrogation with- 
out difficulty. 



COL. ROOSEVELT AT BERLIN 



Former President Is Accorded Warm 

Welcome by Germans — Emperor' 

Dobs Not Meet Him. 



Berlin. — Theodore Roosevelt and 
family arrived here Tuesday and were 
given a rousing welcome. The colonel 
was feeling well, his ( attack of bron- 
chitis having responded readily to the 
treatment he recolved from specialists 
in Berlin. 

The party was mot at the station 
by the American ambassador and sev- 
eral of the high German officials. . 

Accepting Mr. Roosevelt's sugges- 
tion regarding changes In the program, 
the emperor did not meet tho former 
president at the railway station, and 
will not receive him as his guest at 
the Berlin castle. 

The party proceeded to Potsdam by 
automobile and had lunch with the em- 
peror and empress, roturnlng to the 
embassy In the afternoon. 

Ambassador Hill's, dinner will be 
held Wednesday, and Mr. Roosevelt 
will deliver his lecture on Thursday 
at the university, tho emperor attend- 
ing. The former president will dlno 
with Chancellor vonBothmann-Hollweg 
that, evening. -The plans for" Friday 
and Saturday have not been changed. 
Theso include a luncheon at the em- 
bassy, where Mr. Roosevelt will meet 
many German loaders of science, in- 
dustry and finance, a, reception to rep- 
resentative members of the American 
colony, a foregathering of big game 
hunters and a reception to the diplo- 
matic corps, the government officials 
and the university authorities.
